The only difference between a consumers’ cooperative 
and any other business is that as a cooperative we are 
not taxed for that portion of our gross earnings which 
we don’t keep—namely, those earnings which we re- 
turn to our patrons as a cash refund on their purchases. 
On everything else, we pay income taxes just like any 
other business corporation.

Salt marshes may look like murky wastelands to those 
disinterested in raw, natura] beauty. But they are, in fact, 
teeming food factories, lush with grasses, fiddler crabs, 
fishes, waterfowl] and shellfish which contrive to feed 
basic animal and plant nutrients into the waters that sup- 
port our coastal fish and shellfish. 


With rare exceptions the marshes are not, as most might 
imagine, public property. They are almost entirely pri- 
vately controlled, in scattered cases by property owners 
who would preserve them for their aesthetic value and by 
conservation groups interested in both their appearance 
and the balance of nature, 

A two-year study by the Massachusetts Department of 
Natural Resources has established that there are approx- 
imately 60,000 acres of coastal wetland in the Common- 
wealth, 45,000 of them worth preserving for scenic and 
historic reasons, as fisheries or as wildlife preserves, 
Restrictions upon their development have become a matter 
of some urgency since post-war technology has made 
conversion of the marshes practical and profitable, 

The legislation proposed would authorize legal re- 
Striction of the dredging and filling of wetlands, an order 
that could not be amended or repealed without specific 
consent of the legislature.

But Few Can Describe It 


Ask anyone you know to name the 
most sought after, most necessary, 
most revered item in our society 
and chances are the answer will 
be **money.’? Ask that same per- 
son to describe a $10 bill and the 
chances are just as good that he 
won't be able to do it, 

Although paper money has been 
in existence in this country for 
some 100 years, few people could 
accurately draw or describe the 
almighty dollar if their last one
